Instructions  
  

A resident may elect to report a noise complaint against the owner of a dog that is creating a disturbance by barking, howling 

or yelping.  

  

  

 

• A Barking Dog Incident Report and a Barking Dog Incident Log will be provided.  

– The Barking Dog Incident Report will provide information to the prosecutor and may be filed with 

the Court.  

– The Barking Dog Incident Log helps establish the barking dog as a nuisance. 

• Additional information such as audio or video recordings help provide evidence that the barking dog is a 

nuisance.  

• Please include additional witnesses, such as neighbors residing within the vicinity, who are willing to complete 

a complaint form and appear in Municipal Court.   

• There is no set threshold on how many times or how long a dog has to bark to establish a nuisance.  Each 

case is based upon its specific elements. 

• Be as detailed as possible and provide as much evidence as possible to relay duration and 
frequency of incidents.  
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
